THE END OF THE VICTOR “LICENSE” 
PLAN OF PRICE MAINTENANCE. 


ANOTHER chapter in the history of price 
maintenance has been closed in the Supreme 
Court decision in the Victor ws. Macy case 
handed down last week. This decision, tho 
not to be regarded as a blow to price main- 
tenance itself, is in effect a blow—a death 
blow—to the attempted circumvention of the 
price maintenance difficulty by the employment 
of the subterfuge of a patent “license” sales 
plan, such as that used by the Victor Talking 
Machine Co. 

The first step in price maintenance was the 
attempt to control the retail price by notice 
to dealers, an attempt which the Bobbs-Mer- 
rill and Sanatogen cases seemed to render in- 
effective. An effort was next made to hold 
the dealer steady by contract, which such 
decisions as that in Ford Motor Co. vs. Union 
Motor Sales Co. seemingly quashed by hold- 
ing that such a contract, where full title is 
passed, includes the right to sell and there- 
fore is not binding and cannot be enforced. 
In the Dick mimeograph case, however, it 
had been held that, where full title did not 
pass, the patentee retained a measure of con- 
trol over his product, and employing the prec- 
edent set in this case, the Victor Co. now at- 
tempted to find a way out of its difficulties by 
evading the direct price maintenance issue and 
fixing prices under a plan of limited transfer 
of title. 

The Victor Co. adopted this “licensing” 
plan in 1913 and was soon at loggerheads with 
the R. H. Macy Store in New York. The 
case was three times dismissed and then Judge 
Lacombe, of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, one of the best judicial authorities in 
patent cases short of the Supreme Court, re- 
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versed previous decisions by finding for the 
Victor Co. The action of the Supreme Court 
in overruling this decision by a vote of six 
to three is not surprising. It is, in fact, signi- 
ficant that Justice Brandeis, one of the 
strongest proponents of price maintenance in 
the United States, was one of the six justices 
composing the majority against the Victor Co. 

The Supreme Court held in Justice Clarke’s 
admirably clear decision, which we reprint 
elsewhere, that the Victor “license” plan was 
not a scheme of distribution “designed to se- 
cure to the plaintiff and to the public a rea- 
sonable use of its machines within the grant 
of the patent laws,” but a “scheme. . . simply 
... for maintaining prices by holding a patent 
infringement suit in terrorem over the ig- 
norant and the timid.” 

It should be noted that the Supreme Court 
does not in this case rule against valid cases 
of licensing. The point it seems to rest its 
decision upon is that the Victor “license” was 
a license only in name and not in fact. 

The progress of the Victor ws. Macy case 
has been watched with keen interest by manu- 
facturers in many lines and a favorable de- 
cision for the manufacturers would probably 
have precipitated a mild stampede to the Victor 
“license” plan. Even the most ardent friends 
of the fixed price principle, however, are not 
greatly disappointed that this subterfuge 
has failed. The price maintenance problem 
presents a_ plain which its backers 
are not afraid to bring out into the open. 
This issue is again narrowed to the question 
of the right of a manufacturer by contract or 
notice to control the distributer’s price to the 
consumer.

TEXT OF SUPREME COURT DECISION 
IN VICTOR-MACY CASE. 
FoLLOWING is the complete text of the deci- 
sion handed down by the Supreme Court of 
the United States on April 9 in the case of 
Jesse I. Straus (R. H. Macy Department 
Store) vs. the Victor Talking Machine Co. 
The court divided six to three, Justices Mc- 
Kenna, Holmes and Van Deventer dissenting. 
Justice Clarke delivered the opinion of the 

Court: 

It will contribute to brevity to designate the 
parties to this proceeding as they were in the 
trial court—the respondent as plaintiff and the 
petitioners as defendants. 

The plaintiff in its bill alleges: that it is 
a corporation of New Jersey; that for many 
years it has been manufacturing sound-repro- 
ducing machines embodying various features 
covered by patents of which it is the owner, 
and that, for the purpose of marketing these 
machines to the best advantage, about August 
Ist, 1913, it adopted a form of contract which 
it calls a “License Contract” and a form of 
notice called a “License Notice,” under which 
it alleges all of its machines have, since that 
date, been furnished to dealers and to the 
public. 

This “License Notice,” which is attached to 
each machine and is set out in full in the bill, 
declares that the machine to which it is at- 
tached is manufactured under patents, is li- 
censed for the term of the patent under which 
it is licensed having the longest time to run 
and may be used only with sound records, 
sound boxes and needles manufactured by the 
plaintiff; that only the right to use the ma- 
chine “for demonstrating purposes” is granted 
to “distributors” (wholesale dealers), but that 
these “distributors” may assign a like right 
“to the public” or to “regularly licensed Victor 
dealers” (retailers) “at the dealer’s regular 
discount royalty”; that the “dealers” may con- 
vey the “license to use the machine” only when 
a “royalty” of not less than $200 shall have 
been paid, and upon the “consideration” that 
all of the conditions of the “license” shall 
have been observed; that the title to the ma- 
chine shall remain in the plaintiff, which shall 
have the right to repossess it upon. breach of 
any of the conditions of the notice, by paying 
to the user the amount paid by him less five 
per cent. for each year that the machine has 
been used. The notice in terms reserves the 
right to the plaintiff to inspect, test and re- 
pair the machine at all times and to instruct 
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the user in its use, “but it assumes no obliga- 
tion to do so;” it provides that “any excessiv. 
use or violation of the conditions shall be an 
infringement of plaintiff’s patent,” and that 
any erasure or removal of the notice will bh¢ 
considered as a violation of the license. F; 
nally, it provides that the expiration of the 
patent “under which it is licensed” having 
the longest time to run the machine shall be- 
come the property of the licensee provided all 
the conditions recited in the notice shall have 
been complied with and the acceptance of the 
machine is declared to be “an acceptance of 
these conditions.” 

The contract between the plaintiff and its 
dealers is not set out in full in the bill but it 
is alleged that since August I, 1913, the 
plaintiff has had with each of its 7000 licensed 
dealers a written contract in which all the 
terms of the “License Notice” are in substan -e 
repeated and in addition it is alleged that each 
dealer “if he has signed the assent thereto”’ is 
authorized to dispose of any machines received 
from “the plaintiff directly or thru a para- 


| mount distributing dealer,” but subject to all 


of the conditions expressed in the “License 
Notice.” It is alleged that this contract con- 
tains the provision that “a breach of any of 


| the conditions on the part of a distributor will 


render him liable, not only for an infringement 


| of the patent, but to an action on the contract 


or other proper remedy.” 

As to the defendants the bill alleges that 
they conduct a large mercantile business in 
New York City; that with full knowledge of 
the terms of the contract, as described, be- 
tween the plaintiff and its distributors and of 
the “License Notice” attached to each ma- 
chine, the defendants “being members of the 
general unlicensed public,” and having no 
contract relation with the plaintiff or with 
any of its licensed distributors or licensed 
dealers, induced “covertly and on various pre- 
tenses,” one or more of plaintiff’s licensed dis- 
tributors or dealers to violate his or their 
contracts with the plaintiff, providing that no 
machines should be delivered to any un- 
licensed member of the general public until 
“the full license price” stated in the “License 
Notice” affixed to each machine was paid, and 
thereby obtained possession of a large number 
of such machines at much less than the prices 
stated in the “License Notice;” that under 
the terms of the said license agreement and 
notice, they have no title to the same, and that 
they have sold large numbers thereof to the 
public and are proposing and threatening to 
dispose of the remainder of those which they 
have acquired to “the unlicensed general pub- 
lic,” at much less than the price stated in the 
notice affixed to each machine. 

The prayer is for an injunction restraining 
the defendants from selling any of the ma- 
chines, possession of which they have ac- 
quired, from other and further violation of 
plaintiff’s rights under its letters patent and 
for the usual accounting and for damages. 

The District Court regarded the transaction 
described in the “License Notice” as in sub- 
stance a sale which exhausted the interest of 
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the plaintiff in the machine, except as to the 
right to have it used with records and needles 
as provided for therein, and this right not be- 
ing involved in this case, it dismissed the bill. 
222 Fed. 524. 

On appeal, the Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirmed this judgment and remanded the case, 
but with instructions to allow the plaintiff 
to amend its bill “if it be so advised.” 225 
Fed. 535. 

The bill was thereafter so amended as to 
allege that the defendants had in their posses- 
sion a large number of machines which they 
had obtained from plaintiff’s distributors and 
dealers at much less in each case than the 
price stated in the “License Notice,” and that 
they were proposing to dispose of these ma- 
chines to the “unlicensed general public” at 
less than the prices stated in the “License 
Notice,” in disregard of plaintiff’s rights. 

Again the District Court, on the same 
ground as before, sustained a motion to dis- 
miss the bill, but the Circuit Court of Appeals 
reversed this holding (230 Fed., 449) and the 
case is here for review on certiorari. 

The abstract of the bill which we have given, 
makes it plain: That whatever rights the 
plaintiff has against the defendants must be 
derived from the “License Notice” attached 
to each machine, for no contract rights ex- 
isted between them, the defendants being only 
“members of the unlicensed general public” ; 
and that the sole act of infringement charged 
against the defendants is that they exceeded 
the terms of the license notice by obtaining 
machines from the plaintiff’s wholesale or re- 
tail agents and by selling them at less than the 
price fixed by the plaintiff. 

It is apparent from the foregoing statement 
that we are called upon to determine whether 
the system adopted by the plaintiff was selected 
as a means of securing to the owner of the 
patent that exclusive right to use its inven- 
tion which is granted thru the patent law, 
or whether, under color of such a purpose, it 
is a device unlawfully resorted to in an effort 
to profitably extend the scope of its patent at 
the expense of the general public. Is it the 
fact, as is claimed, that this “License Notice” 
of the plaintiff is a means or agency designed 
in candor and good faith to enable the plain- 
tiff to make only that full, reasonable and ex- 
clusive use of its invention which is con- 
templated by the patent law or is it a disguised 
attempt to control the prices of its machines 
after they have been sold and paid for? 

First of all it is plainly apparent that this 
plan of marketing adopted by the plaintiff is, 
in substance, the one dealt with by this court 
in Dr. Miles Medical Co. v. Park & Sons Co., 
220 U. S. 373, and in Bauer v. O’Donnell, 229 
U. S. 1, adroitly modified on the one hand 
to take advantage, if possible, of distinctions 
suggested by these decisions, and on the other 
hand to evade certain supposed effects of them. 

If we look thru the words and forms with 
which the plaintiff has most elaborately en- 
veloped its purpose to the substance and real- 
ities of the transaction contemplated, we shall 
discover several notable and significant fea- 
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tures. First, while as if looking to the future, 
the notice, in terms, imposes various restric- 
tions as to title and as to the “use” of the 
machines by plaintiff’s agents, wholesale and 
retail, and by the “unlicensed members of the 
public,” for itself, the plaintiff makes sure that 
the future shall have no risks, for it requires 
that all it asks or expects at any time to re- 
ceive for each machine must be paid in full 
before it parts with the possession of it. 

Second, while in terms the “use” of each 
machine is restricted and forfeiture for failure 
to strictly comply with the many conditions 
and requirements of the notice is provided 
for, this system, elaborate to the extent of 
confusion, fails utterly to provide for entering 
any evidence of a qualified title in any public 
office or in any public record, and no require- 
ment is found in it for reporting by users or 
licensees, who may remove from one place to 
another taking the machine with them, as 
would very certainly be required if the plain- 
tiff intended to enforce the rights so elabo- 
rately asserted in this notice;—if the system 
were really a genuine provision designed to 
protect thru many years to come the restricted 
right to “use” and the seemingly qualified title 
which it purports to grant to dealers and to 
= public from being exceeded or departed 
rom. 

Third. The fact that under this system “at 
different times” “large numbers” of machines, 
as is alleged in the plaintiff’s bill, have been 
“covertly” sold to the defendants by the plain- 
tiff’s wholesale and retail agents at less than 
the price fixed for them, is persuasive evidence 
that the transaction is not what it purports on 
its face to be. If it were a reasonably guarded 
plan, really intended to keep the plaintiff in 
touch with each of its machines until the ex- 
piration of the patent of latest date, for the 
purpose of insisting upon its being used in the 
manner provided for in the “License Notice,” 
the plaintiff’s prompt and sufficient remedy for 
such an invasion of its right as is claimed in 
this case would be found in its sales depart- 
ment or rather in its “license” department, and 
not in the courts. That the plaintiff comes 
into court with a bill to enjoin the defendants 
from reselling machines secretly sold to them 
in large numbers by the plaintiff’s agents indi- 
cates very clearly that at least until the ex- 
igency out of which this case grew arose, the 
scheme was regarded by the plaintiff itself and 
by its agents simply as one for maintaining 
prices by holding a patent infringement suit 
in terrorem over the ignorant and the timid. 

And finally, while the notice permits the 
use of the machines, which have been fully 
paid for, by the “unlicensed members of the 
genéral public,” significantly called in the bill 
“the ultimate users,” until “the expiration of 
the patent having the longest term to run” 
(which, under the copy of the notice set out 
in the bill, would be July 22nd, 1930) it pro- 
vides that if the licensee shall not have failed 
to observe the conditions of the license, and 
the Victor Company shall not have previously 
taken possession of the machine, as in the 
notice provided, then, perhaps sixteen years or 
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more after he has paid for it and in all prob- 
ability long after it has been worn out or be- 
come obsolete and worthless, “it shall become 
the property of the licensee.” 

It thus becomes clear that this “License 
Notice” is not intended as a security for any 
further payment upon the machine, for the full 
price, called a “royalty,” was paid before the 
plaintiff parted with the possession of it; that 
it is not to be used as a basis for tracing and 
keeping the plaimtiff informed as to the con- 
dition or use of the machine, for no report 
of any character is required from the “ulti- 
mate user” after he has paid the stipulated 
price; that, notwithstanding its apparently 
studied avoidance of the use of the word 
“sale” and its frequent reference to the word 
“use,” the most obvious requirements for se- 
curing a bona fide enforcement of the restric- 
tions of the notice as to “use” are omitted; 
and that, even by its own terms, the title to 
the machines ultimately vests in the “ultimate 
users,” without further payment or action on 
their part, except patiently waiting for patents 
to expire on inventions, which, so far as this 
notice shows, may or may not be incorporated 
in the machine. There remains for this 
“License Notice,” so far as we can discover, 
the function only of fixing and maintaining 
the price of plaintiff’s machines to its agents 
and to the public, and this we cannot doubt 
is the purpose for which it really was de- 
signed. 

Courts would be perversely blind if they 
failed to look thru such an attempt as this 
“License Notice” thus plainly to sell property 
for a full price, and yet to place restraints 
upon its further alienation, such as have been 
hateful to the law from Lord Coke’s day to 
ours, because obnoxious to the public interest. 
The scheme of distribution is not a system 
designed to secure to the plaintiff and to the 
public a reasonable use of its machines, within 
the grant of the patent laws, but is in sub- 
stance and in fact a mere price-fixing enter- 
prise, which, if given effect, would work great 
and widespread injustice to innocent pur- 
chasers, for it-must be recognized that not one 
purchaser in many would read such a notice, 
and that not one in a much, greater number, 
if he did read it, could understand its involved 
and intricate phraseology, which bears many 
evidences of being framed to conceal rather 
than to make clear its real meaning and pur- 
pose. It would be a perversion of terms to 
call the transaction intended to be embodied 
in this system of marketing plaintiff’s machines 
a “license to use the invention.” Bauer v. 
O’Donnell, 229 U. S., 1, 16. 

Convinced as we are that the purpose and 
effect of this “License Notice” of plaintiff, 
considered as a part of its scheme for mar- 
keting its product, is not to secure to the plain- 
tiff any use of its machines, as is contemplated 
by the patent statutes, but that its real and 
poorly-concealed purpose is to restrict the price 
of them, after the plaintiff had been paid for 
them and after they have passed into the pos- 
session of dealers and of the public, we con- 





clude that it falls within the principles o; 
Adams v. Burke, 17 Wall. 453, 456; and oj 
Bauer v. O’Donnell, 229 U. S. 1; that it is. 
therefore, invalid, and that the District Court 
properly held that the bill must fail for wan 
of equity. 

It results that the decree of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals will be reversed and that . 
the District Court affirmed. 





A MODEL READING CLUB IN A BUT- 
TON FACTORY 

Tue difficulty of attempting any hard and 
fast classification of the world into book- 
readers and non-book-readers, especially in 
this age of child labor laws and universal 
free schools, is well illustrated by a thriving 
noon hour reading club now being conducted 
in a button factory in Rochester. If a mem- 
ber of the book-trade were asked to name 
the three or four places in which he would 
least expect to find a live reading club he 
might very properly name as one of them a 
button factory: about the only thing buttons 
and books have in common is their allitera- 
tive first letter and, anyway, the average re- 
tail dealer doesn’t even give a second thought 
to the possibility of selling even Everyman’s 
Library to the people employed in the fac- 
tories in his city. But the German-American 
Button Co. in Rochester boasts of a group of 
serious Monday noon thinkers in its A. R 
C. Reading Club, whose studies range from 
Gene Stratton-Porter to Shakespeare, from 
Ellis Parker Butler to Henry Van Dyke and 
Kipling. The talks are held at 12:30 each 
Monday in the factory shipping room, and at 
least one of them, on History in Literature 
and the present European War, has _at- 
tracted over two hundred employees—many 
of them men, “some of whom are,” as the 
president confides, “a little bit difficult to in- 
terest in ordinary books.” The usual attend- 
ance, however, averages about forty-five to 
fifty. 

To understand this phenomenon of a litera 
ture reading course in a button factory it is 
necessary to know something of the soil from 
which it has sprung. The German-American 
Button Co. in Rochester, makers of artistic 
buttons, is a good example of the modern 
tendency to weld the employees in a large 
business into a factory family by enlisting them 
in various intra-factory activities. There is 
a basket ball team, which meets the East- 
man Kodak, Bausch & Lomb and other teams 
in regular league games; its games are well 
attended by the other employees and gen 
eral dancing follows each game. There is 
much interest in bowling, tennis, quoits, 
bowling on the green, volley ball and other 
outdoor sports; the indoor baseball team won 
first place last year in the Industrial League 
of Rochester. The girls have organized an 
Alpha Gamma Beta Society in which they 
learn sewing and household economics under 
a competent director. (Incidentally, the firm has 
a supply of dry stockings and slippers in its 
hospital for girls who come to work with wet 
feet.) Each department is organized, and holds 
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sleigh riders and other social functions of its 
own, while all departments often get to- 
gether for an old-fashioned “‘song-fest.” The 
various activities are integrated into a single 
boost-the-firm whole by an excellent house 
organ and by an organization of all the or- 
ganizations, known as the Associated Recrea- 
tions Clubs, thru which employee officers for 
the entire factory are elected by a regular 
two-party campaign. 

From this soil, so conducive to organiza- 
tion, sprang last March the A. R. C. Read- 
ing Club. The professed purpose of the club 
is : 
To get better acquainted with good books. 
To form definite ideas on reading. 

To hear interesting talks along literary 
lines. 

To discuss various branches of literature, 
exchange opinions and advance individ- 
ual ideas and suggestions. 

To cultivate the imagination and strive for 
ideals. 

To form independent ideas on books in 
general. 


“It is said,” says Miss Gertrude Engel- 
hardt, president of the club, in a bulletin in- 
viting other employees to join, “that a read- 
ing habit is about two-thirds of an educa- 
tion: hence, if we become interested in read- 
ing books other than fiction, the scope of our 
‘habit’ may become so magnified that it will 
perforce help to cultivate our imagination, 
broaden our intellect and thus enrich our 
everyday life. Reading is one of the most 
precious habits any person can form, the 
habit of relying on books as a means of pass- 
ing a certain portion of every average day; 
no entertainment is so cheap, nor is any 
other pleasure so lasting.” 

Last spring the club was addressed by 
twenty speakers, including members of the fac- 
ulties of the Rochester high schools and of 
the University of Rochester, members of 
the local public library staff and prominent 
men in the German-American firm. The 
catholicity of the club’s taste is exhibited by 
the following list of writers who came up 
for discussion in these twenty noon meet- 
ings:

THE PUBLISHED PRICE OF NOVELS 
IN ENGLAND SINCE 1750 

One of those good, laborious souls who do 
the drudgery of the world gladly, as another 
man might go a-fishing, has delved into the 
records of the British Museum and emerged, 
perhaps a little grayer, perhaps with eyes a 
bit tireder, with the following table of pub- 


| lished prices of English novels issued between 


the middle of the Eighteenth Century and 


1860. While much water has flowed under 
many bridges since Henry Fielding’s “Tom 
Jones” appeared in four volumes at three 


shillings the volume, still in this day of chang- 
ing book prices the compilation is not with- 
out interest. “It would be an interesting ex- 
periment,” says the English Author, from 
which the list is reprinted, “if some popular 
author raised his price to, say, 10s. 6d. Sir 
Walter Scott raised the price of his novels 
as the demand grew. Surely those who are 
anxious to read a new book from one of their 
favorites would be willing to pay the few extra 
shillings! It is always easy to reduce the 
price subsequently, but it is difficult to raise 
it, tho we recollect that Mr. Maurice Hewlett’s 
‘Forest Lovers’ was published at an enhanced 
price in an illustrated edition after its first 
publication, and Mr. Jeffery Farnol’s ‘Broad 
Highway.’ ” 

In compiling the list the compiler made no 
choice, but wrote down selections from the 
lists at random, three or four for each year. 
Some of the novels whose authorship was 
subsequently acknowledged appeared at first 
anonymously.

lf we analyze this list, says the compiler, 
coming to the surface, the following facts are 
established :— 

1. From 1750 to 1792 inclusive the ruling 
price of a novel was 3s. a volume, so that a 
four-volume novel was 12s. and a three-volume 
novel was gs. Occasionally, however, there is 
observed a tendency to cheaper forms, as in 
1790, when there occur two cases of novels at 
2s. 6d. a volume. This price was “net”; there 
was no reduction or discount to the public. 

The novels of this period were for the most 
part very short; now and then, as in the case 
of “Tom Jones” and “Peregrine Pickle,” they 
were long; as a rule they were much shorter 
than the modern Three-Decker. 

2. In the year 1793 there is a sign of in 
upward tendency. A _ single-volume book is 
announced at 4s. Then for three or four years 
the old price is maintained. In 1796 Mary 
Robinson’s “Angelina” is priced at 4s. 6d. a 
volume, and “Agatha,” whatever her merits 
may have been, appears at 4s. a volume. In 
1797, 3s. 6d. and 4s. are the rule. 1798 the 
old price is forgotten. In 1799 nothing is 
under 3s.6d. In 1800 prices range from 3s. 6d., 
4s. 6d., 5s. 3d., to 6s. a volume. In 1801 noth- 
ing is higher than 4s. 6d. In 1802 we range 
from 4s. 6d. to 5s. 3d. The same prices are 
asked in 1803, 1804, 1805. In 1806 the author 
of “Flim Flams” asks 7s. a piece for his vol- 
umes. A common form is now the four-vol- 
ume novel at a guinea. Here and there, all the 
time, we find the old price of 3s. In 1807 
Lewis’s “Feudal Tyrants” is issued in four 
volumes at £1 8s. In 1808 Mme. Genlis’ “Eu- 
phrosyne” is published in four volumes at the 
same price. In 1809 and 1810, 6s. a volume is 
the rule. In 1811 an Anonymous issues a 
three-volume novel at £1 4s.—we are getting 
very close to the guinea and a half. From 
1812 to 1821 prices range from 6s. to 8s. a 
volume. 

In 1822 for the first time occurs the ominous 
price of a guinea and a half. There may be 
earlier cases, but the first discovered by Mr. 
English was that of Sir Walter Scott’s “Pi- 
rate,” in three volumes. In the same year 
“Peveril of the Peak” was published in four 
volumes at £2 2s., viz., half a guinea for every 
volume. 

From 1823 to 1830 one-volume novels are 
issued at 6s. and at 10s. 6d., but by far the 
larger at the latter price. Two-volume novels 
appear at 12s., 16s., 18s., and a guinea. Three- 
volume novels at a guinea, £1 4s., £1 7s., and 
£1 11s. 6d. That is, out of twenty-one three- 
volume novels on this list fifteen are at a 
guinea and a half, two at £1 8s. 6d., one at 
£1 7s., two at £1 4s., and one at a guinea. 
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From the year 1825 to 1860 the price of half 
a guinea for every volume was the rule, with 
here and there a rare exception. 

Of late years there have been many experi- 
ments in price and form. Certain well-known 
writers have never produced a three-volume 
novel at all; the price of the single volume has 
become a uniform 6s., exactly double the price 
a hundred years ago. 

The first appearance of the cheap edition 
seems to have been the series of novels issued 
by Messrs. Colburn and Bentley in 1831, called 
“Bentley’s Standard Novels and Romances,” 
at 2s. 6d. each. Of this series the Atheneum 
of that date says: “If these works do not su 
ceed, and eminently, it is no use catering hon- 
estly for the public. These are among the very 
best and cheapest ever issued from the press.” 

The first appearance of the 6s. novel seems 
to have been in 1861, when Messrs. Blackwood 
& Sons published at that price George Eliot’s 
“Silas Marner.” Others followed at the same 
price, and the London publishers, as Bentley & 
Son, Sampson Low, etc., speedily began to 
publish at the same price. 

The second and cheap edition of the novel, 
in regular succession, either at 6s. or 3s. 6d., or 
less, is a thing of not more than thirty years’ 
existence. The old rule was one form of pub- 
lication, either serially or in three-volume 
form, and then an end. Until the year 1865 
or thereabouts, if a novel appeared in a maga- 
zine, that was its first and final appearance. 
The 2s. novel, for which Miss Braddon is 
chiefly responsible, began the cheap edition. 
But the ordinary successful novelist did not 
as a rule look forward to a cheap edition of 
his story, however well it was received by the 
public, and there were critics who spoke of a 
reprint, even if it contained an acknowledgment 
of the journal from which it was taken, as if 
the publisher and the author were committing 
some kind of fraud upon the public in present- 
ing old wares as new. 

The rise in price from 3s. to half a guinea 
a volume may perhaps be explained by more 
than one theory. Perhaps the following expla- 
nation may find acceptance :— 

The rise in price begins towards the close 
of the last century. 

For nearly a quarter of a century the coun- 
try was engaged in a deadly contest for life 
and liberty. This contest demanded the most 
cruel sacrifices. Therefore, altho the seas were 
kept pretty well open and a great part of our 
foreign trade remained with us, the taxation 
fell heavily on all classes, but most heavily on 
that class which then formed the great bulk of 
readers—the clergy and the professional peo- 
ple. The examples of Edinburgh, Lichfield, 
Exeter, Norwich, and other places illustrate 
the importance of the literary circles—some 
of them containing men of great literary abil- 
ity—which had sprung up all over the country. 
The members of these coteries, perforce, 
ceased to buy books; they formed book clubs 
and circulating libraries. The natural result 
of the narrowed circulation was a rise in 
price. From 3s. a volume the novel became 
gradually, as we have seen, half a guinea. And 
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this price continued, because the people had 
lost the habit of buying books, and, tho the 
book clubs fell to pieces and the literary co- 
teries were broken up, the habit of reading 
remained and was extended more and more, 
while the central circulating library took the 
place of the country book club and supplied 
the reading, the demand for which far ex- 
ceeded, and still exceeds, the purchasing power 
of the people. 


COMMUNICATIONS 
WHY NOT INTENSIVE BOOKSELLING? 
New York City, April 17, 1917. 
Editor of the PusiisHers’ WFEKLY: 

In these days of unrelaxed effort in pushing 
the sale of every conceivable kind of mer- 
chandise, when the problems of finding and 
nurturing avenues for the distribution of 
products of every description has the closest 
study of the brainiest men, I often wonder 
if the business of bookselling really gets its 
share of the intensive method of marketing. 
I very much doubt it! Years ago as a book- 
seller, I realized many of the weak points of 
the trade and since drifting into journalism 
I have continued to study with considerable 
interest the problem of retailing books. I 
have had opportunities to observe the book 
business in large cities as well as in small 
towns and I am forced to the conclusion that 
the average bookseller needs a radical shak- 
ing up to get him into modern methods. 

In almost every city of 25,000 or more pop- 


ulation there is a latent bookbuying clientele | 


sufficient to support one real first-class book- 
store. Good wages, good schools, good homes, 


all promote the taste for good books. The | 


selling genius must be on the spot. The fact 
that so many homes, even in small commu- 
nities, buy books of canvassers or thru the 
seductive time-payment plans advertised in 
every magazine you pick up, is proof enough 
that a fairly large percentage of families like 
to own books and have them to furnish their 
homes. They will buy if intensively urged, 
and they do buy. Here is the bookseller’s op- 
portunity right at his door. What is there to 
hinder any bookseller with pep and push from 
having all this business of the town? A good 
canvasser and a good set of books is all the 
equipment necessary, and neither are scarce. 
Let me illustrate: A few years ago in the 
city of Mount Vernon, N. Y., just outside 
the great metropolis, with a scant 40,000 pop- 
ulstion, a salesman began a systematic can- 
vass of the town with Stoddard’s Lectures 
when already several hundred sets had been 
sold. Finding at the start the field fairly 
promising, he sent for his wife and rented a 
house for the season. Both worked diligently, 
he doing most of it, and at the end of the 
year he had sold nearly one thousand sets. 
This seems almost incredible as the books 
sold at $35 to $50 a set according to binding. 
When one realizes that Mount Vernon is so 
near the big book market and one of the poor- 
est bookstore buying populations for its size 
in the whole country, one must realize that 
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books can be sold if the seller goes about it 
in the right way. This agent went at it by 
first interesting the most influential families 
and getting their recommendations. Then he 
made a lot of other Mount Vernonites ashamed 
of themselves for thinking of “passing up” 
such a set of books and in the end made a sale 
in almost every family that could afford to 
buy—and probably a number bought who 
could hardly afford to invest. 

Every bookseller knows what standard sets 
can be had in attractive bindings at low cost. 
He could sell almost any popular author in 
uniform sets at a turnover of a dollar for dol- 
lar of cost, margin enough to divide profits 
with his canvasser. 

There are other intensive methods of getting 
more out of the business but I cannot help 
thinking this fine selling field lies near at 
hand for many if only right methods are used 
to clear it and a punch is put behind a busi- 
ness-like canvass.

WHEN EVERY OTHER headline is playing up 
the part of the ploughshare in this war, prac- 
tical books on agricultural subjects should be 
more than good sellers. A timely book on 
“The Potato” has just been published by the 
Macmillan Co. in the Rural Science Series. Its 
author, Arthur W. Gilbert of the New York 
State College of Agriculture at Cornell, has 
studied the potato in its paradise, Aroostook 
County, Me., as well as elsewhere. The book is 
intended to give brief and practical sugges- 
tions on the growing, breeding and marketing 
of potatoes and should be an excellent tool for 
the young student farmers of whom we hear 
so much. 


IF THERE is any crumb of comfort to be ex- 
tracted from the present high cost of living, 
the publishers should find it in the increased 
demand for books which tell how to cook 
economically. Henry Holt & Co. are looking 
forward to this demand with “Better Meals 
for Less Money” by Mary Green, a book with 
economy as the keynote. The book does not 
advocate the total elimination of luxuries, but 
shows how to substitute the inexpensive for 


the costly and urges skillful planning as | 


against haphazard methods. “Mrs. Rorer’s 
Key to Simple Cookery,” just published by 
Arnold & Co., is another excellent tool for the 
housewife who must be careful. It is more 
than a cook book, for it gets down to first 
principles and teaches how to reduce living 
costs and take the drudgery out of the kitchen. 
Mrs. Rorer’s name of course gives the stamp 
of authority to the book. 


ANTIQUARIAN BOOKSELLERS in England are 
hard hit by the recent prohibition against the 
sending out of catalogs except to dealers, or 
On special request or to foreign countries. 
The order is one feature of the general paper 
conservation policy inaugurated by the recent 
Paper Order of the Royal Commission on 
Paper. An effort is being made to get a con- 
cession from the Board of Trade in the case 
of booksellers’ catalogs and meanwhile dealers 
are adopting the circumlocutory method of cir- 
cularizing their clientele asking them to write 
in to the dealer asking for catalogs. It is 
hoped in this way to send out catalogs under 
the provision allowing same to be sent when 
specially requested but, according to Clique, 
the organ of the English antiquarian book- 
trade, it has heard from a dozen unofficial 
sources that no circular letters of this sort 
will be allowed to go thru the mails. 


“THE INDICTMENT of the paper manufactur- 
ers was a foregone conclusion,” commented 
the New York Evening Post editorially. “Not 
that the manufacturers have not had sub- 
stantial grievances. The lack of labor in 
Canada because of the war increased costs of 
certain materials, and other circumstances 
fully warranted, as the Federal Trade Com- 
mission pointed out, an increase in the price

of paper to $2.50 per hundredweight. Had 
these particular paper-makers stopped there, 
they would not be in their present legal diffi- 
culties. Instead, besides putting the price up 
to $3.10, they transferred to the newspapers 
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all costs of freight and handling. Some firms, 
to their credit be it said, did not take part in 
this, notably the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany, which has continued to serve its cus- 
tomers at the old figures, at which it has no 
trouble in earning a fair return upon the capi- 
tal invested. Finally, it remains to be said 
that it is the government itself, and not the 
newspapers, which originated the prosecution, 
and that the outcome still further enhances 
the value of the Sherman act as a bulwark of 
legitimate business.” 


Tue Simpiiriep SpeLtinc Boarp held its 
11th annual meeting on April 3-4 and elected 
the following officers: President, Charles H. 
Grandgent, of Harvard University; trustees, 
James W. Bright, Dr. Melvil Dewey, Gano 
Dunn, Hamilton Holt, Henry Holt, Brander 
Matthews, Fred J. Miller, and Calvin Thomas.

Educational Directory), a gain 
of 188. Twenty-one state teachers’ associa- 
tions have officially taken favorable action, 
not including the recent adoption of simpli- 
fied spellings by the Southern Education 
Association, which comprises 15 states and 
the District of Columbia. The number of 


newspapers and periodicals using at least the | 


12 simpler spellings of the National Education 
Association has increased from 250 to 486. 


AMERICAN PUBLISHERS will’ doubtless be 
interested in the details of the London Mas- 
ter Bookbinders’ Association’s plan to charge 
publishers for the storage of sheets and bound 
stock. This change went into effect the mid- 
dle of last year and was noted briefly in the 
WEEKLY at that time. The storage charges 
are: 6d. per annum per 1000 sheets of 16 
pages or under up to and including crown 
octavo; od. per 1000 sheets of 16 pages or 
under above crown octavo and including demy 
octavo; Is. per 1000 sheets of 16 pages or 
under above demy octavo. So far as storage 
is concerned, no distinction is made between 
sheets and bound stock. The charges for 
each of the first nine months will be allowed 
to the customer on his duly paying his storage 
account, but if sheets are removed without 
binding storage will be charged from date of 
receipt unless the stock be wasted or sold as 
waste-paper (but not remaindered), in which 
case nine months’ free storage will be allowed. 
Storage charges will accrue daily; accounts 
for same will be rendered every twelve 
months. Other provisions relate to goods be- 
ing stored at the owner’s risk and a general 
lien held by the binder upon a customer’s 
goods in their hands. 

THE OFFICIAL ORGAN of the English Society 
of Authors warns English writers as follows 
regarding indemnity clauses in American pub- 
lishers’ contracts protecting the publisher in 











case of libel or copyright infringement: “It js 
fair to a publisher for an author to sign a 
moderate clause, as in many cases the author 
alone can know if he is running near libe! 
or infringement. As far as copyright in Great 
Britain is concerned there is not much danger. 
for there are no technicalities concerned in 
establishing title, but in the matter of U.S.A. 
contracts the matter is different. Authors 
must be very careful what kind of indemnity 
they sign with an American publisher or an 
American manager, or, alternatively, must be 
very sure either themselves, or thru their 
agent, that their title in the U. S. is unassail- 
able. The following example is one that might 
easily happen. An author might grant drama- 
tic rights or book rights to an American 
manager or publisher, signing an indemnity 
clause which would not seem unreasonable 
An American pirate might then produce a 
dramatic version and play it, trusting to the 
possible fact that the necessary technicalities 
under the U.S.A. law had not been complied 
with. The author might find himself called 
upon to indemnify the manager or publisher 
against the heavy law costs which are the rule 
in America, might find he had no control over 
the expenditure, and might perhaps in the 
end be brought to the verge of ruin. The 
law in America is very expensive and in copy- 
right matters very complicated. Many a pirate 
will throw a dispute into the Courts trusting 
to the fact that the law’s delays and expenses 
will induce his opponent to drop the matter.”

THE BOOK AND THE GERM 

Tur results of an investigation made by 
Dr. C A. Laubach of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical School in Baltimore on the subject of 
the alleged affinity of bacteria and books are 
indeed gratifying, for they confirm in a scien- 
tific if not in a dramatic way our own obser- 
vations along this line, said the New York Sun 
editorially recently. 

Dr. Laubach gathered all the bacteria from 
seventy-five volumes and examined their char- 
acters. Not.one was of the criminal elass; all 
came from the hofiest, hard working families 
of germs that fill the air. Some of the books 
were from homes where there had been diph- 
theria, but the bacillus of that disease was 
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absent at the scientist’s roll call. The doctor 
does not say what the books were. Perhaps 
he considers that item negligible, but our ow: 
researches indicate that it is not. Once, tak- 
ing a young and active pneumonia germ by 
the neck we tried to house it in a census re- 
port. It resisted savagely, crying out that it 
preferred the warmer pages of Buckle’s “His 
tory of Civilization,” but in the end it was 
overcome. A day later its corse was found 
lying across the population figures of Wichita, 


Kansas. A germ cannot stand everything. 
There was another bacillus, of the fever 


group, who went humming to his fate when 
placed between two pages of last year’s Con- 
gressional Record. He may have been under 
the influence of a drug. In the morning the 
librarian found him dead upon the last letter 
of Adamson’s speech on the eight hour bill. 
A scornful smile still curled his lip. 

A splendid specimen of the tetanus bacilli, 
the gift of a proofreader who had been on 
duty during the campaign in Russia, was lured 
into a volume of free verse. What his wan- 
derings were that night among the uncut pages 
we calnot say, but when he was released it 
was evident that his reason and his sting were 
gone. We let him go and it is rumored that 
he killed himself in Open Window Week. 

One of the most evil looking micro-organisms 
that ever darkened our library door was a grip 
germ. He appeared, as the P. R. reporters 
Say, to pack a sneeze in each mitt. He was 
put away between a set of the incomplete 
works of George Sylvester Viereck and Bur- 
ton’s “Anatomy of Melancholy,” but he broke 
out and swaggered to the fiction shelves, where 
he took lodging in one of Gouverneur Morris’s 
recent love stories. Two days later, when the 
Chief Duster picked him up, a harmless, flabby 
thing, he was uttering little cries of “Oogle- 
google.” Hurled into Spruce Street at high 
noon, he made eyes at a stenographer. 

How the germ that lives in ice froze to 
death in one of Rex Beach’s Alaska books; 
how the smallest of bacilli died of envy on 
observing the minuteness of detail in one of 
Arnold Bennett’s novels ; how the bacterium of 
leprosy ran blushing out of a society story 
these incidents we might detail if it appeared 
necessary to offer further proof of the influ- 
ence of books on germs. 

Read on, gentle reader of books, without 
alarm. There is a bug killer in each tome. If 
a germ enters “Kidnapped,” Alan Breck’s 
sword hilt will dirl on its breastbone. If it 
crawls upon a page of “Crusoe” the old she- 
goat will bite it. If it ventures into the tat- 
tered leaves of “Sappho” it will fall down that 
classic staircase in the cold gray light of the 
morning and break its inquisitive neck.

It ought to be subheaded, this volume, “in 
a diversity of qualities.” It is advertised as 
“the old Kipling,” and a little of it is—and 
nothing else has quite the same tang !—but 
much of it, both stories and poems, but especi- 
ally the latter, is pretty sad stuff to come 
from the man who has written some of the 
finest stories and verse in the English language.

THE SPIRIT OF AMERICA 
The Light in the Clearing. By Irving Bachel- 
ler. 415p.illus8vo Bobbs-M. $1.50n. 
The full import of this simply written tale 
of log-cabin life in the early thirties dawns 
upon the reader slowly. There is, at the start, 


no suggestion of any ulterior motive beyon 
the immediate interest in a seven-year old 
orphan boy, Bart Baynes, who “owned 
watermelon and a little spotted hen, and lived 
on Rattleroad in a neighborhood called Lick 
etysplit.”. The specific story of how thi 
small boy, saved from the poor house by a 
maiden aunt and her bachelor brother, at first 
plays havoc with the narrow routine of their 
lives but little by little twines himself around 
their very hearts and unconsciously promotes 
within them a growth of soul that in turn 
fits them to train him wisely in courage and 
in truth, is in itself an achievement in which 
any weaver of tales might justly take pride 
It is a story of simple, homespun life, full of 
wide, out-door freedom, and the healing, bal- 
samic breath of a cleaner, younger world. 
Uncle Peabody Baynes and Aunt Deel en- 
dear themselves to a point where we could 
not forget them if we would; and in a minor 
degree a score of other characters are more 
real and actual than the men and women 
whom we pass daily in the street. 

Here especially Mr. Bacheller has revealed 
himself as a psychologist of childhood. The 
story is told in the first person; and Bart's 
outlook upon the world, his groping for 
answers to the puzzling phenomena of life, 
his too literal interpretations of Uncle Pea- 
lbody’s metaphors, his first precocious stirrings 
of interest in Sally with blue eyes and brown- 
golden curls, are all admirably pictured, with 
a sympathetic understanding which gives the 
lie to one of the author’s own aphorisms, 
“children are great rememberers, but Man 
forgets—how easily!” The pretty idyl of this 
hoy-and-girl love, so obviously destined to 
ripen into a happy union, carries with it no 
thrill of suspense; it is simply a sane and 
wholesome and pleasant thing to watch, with 
out any desire to hasten the progress of the 
swift years: we are quite content to live in 
the present and enjoy Bart leisurely as that 
most vital of personalities, a living, genuine, 
sterling American boy. 

Thruout the story’s action, like a compelling 
and beneficent fate, moves the historic char- 
acter of Silas Wright, one-time Governor of 
New York, and best remembered as a states- 
man “who spent as much time in refusing 
nominations as others spent in seeking them.” 
In his foreword Mr. Bacheller tells us con- 
fidentially to what pains he has been to secure 
historical accuracy for the portrayal of the 
one Homeric figure of his story. It 


is not 
an unworthy effort. 


Yet, as so often happens 
in historic portraiture, something of vitality 
is sacrificed to accuracy. Silas Wright does 
not bestride the narrow world quite so 
Caesar-like as the author meant him to: and 
in some ways Uncle Peabody, a pure figment of 
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Vir. Bacheller’s brain, remains with 
us a more distinct, bigger hearted 
and more lovable personality, with a 
quaint philosophy all his own. 

The rugged kindliness 
and tenacious adherence to those 
primal qualities which spell Amert- 
canism are woven so subtly into the 
fabric of this narrative that it is 
not until almost the midway point 
that it begins to dawn upon us that 
the author has done a vastly bigge- 
thing than to tell a local story of a 
brave struggle against poverty and 
oppression, or to depict the crucial 
formative years of an unusual boy.

A BOOK OF SANE SUNSHINE 
Vistress Anne. By Temple Batley. 307p.llus.

Another of those sunshiny books by Miss 
Temple Bailey, whose “Contrary Mary” and 
“Glory of Youth” have won so many friends! 
This time she gives us “Mistress Anne,” a tale 
of a little southern girl with dreams, but with 
ready hands to do what is most needed among 
those about her. As teacher in the homely 
Crossroads schoolhouse, Anne sometimes 
feels that the outlook is pretty dull. But she 
manages for the most part to act upon the 
principle that “life is what we make it.” Then 
comes an influx of people from the city and 
the prospect brightens. Among the new- 
comers are two young men, one a physician, 
the other a writer, both of whom find an in- 
spiration in the clear-eyed, sympathetic little 
school-mistress. This situation does not de- 
velop into the ordinary triangular love-contest, 
for other men and women are presented to add 
interesting complications. These complica- 
tions, carrying the reader back and forth be- 
tween New York, Baltimore, and Crossroads, 
with various stars in the ascendent at different 
times, help to give a gratifying tone 
of originality to the plot. 

But even more praiseworthy than 
the story itself is the atmosphere of 
the book. Avoiding the flippant 
optimism which has of late been so 
heavily exploited, Miss Bailey em- 
ploys a more sane and convincing 
treatment. In working out such 
ideas as “life is what we make it,” 
and “the really big things in life 
are often unassuming,” a writer may 
easily be tempted to get his head in 
the clouds and leave his feet dangling 
most insecurely in the air. Miss 
Bailey avoids the unreality which is 
figuratively bodied forth in such a 
position. Things happen in her story 
because of normal, human motives. 
For instance, Doctor Richard Brooks 
the chief hero—it is not a one-star 
piece—does not settle in Crossroads 
merely because he hears a “call” to 
leave his brilliant New York career ; 
there is a typhoid epidemic, to be 
sure, but it also happens that the 
little southerner is located in the 
delightful village. 

Another characteristic of this 
eminently pleasant book is the en- 
gaging group of characters intro- 
duced. Miss Bailey doesn’t find it 
necessary to get variety by using dis- 
agreeable persons as foils for the 
admirable ones. I don’t recall just

A PROFITABLE BOOK OF PROPHETS 
Six Major Prophets. By Edward E. Slosson. 
a1op.12mo = Litt., B. $i.50n. 

In these sparkling and ingratiating essays, 
Dr. Slossou gives us the message of six men 
whose definite philosophy has sufficient im- 
portance and distinctiveness to merit public 
attention. The men are Shaw, Wells, Chester 
ton, F. S. Schiller, John Dewey, and Eucken. 
Tho he intends exposition rather than criti- 
cism, he manages to tell us at the same time 
what he thinks of them; and he does both in 
the lively way that might be expected of one 
who admires Schiller because he is the first 
philosopher to find room for jokes in his 
formal philosophy. Each discussion is made 
more illuminating by a brief bibliographic 
commentary. 

The world war has made a universal change 
of values, he says, but Eucken still persists 
in his serene faith in the power of religion 
and philosophy to heal the wounds of human- 
ity. 

As little difference has the cataclysm made 
with Shaw but for quite another reason. He 
is the only man who has nothing to take back 
on account of it. He is the most hated man 
in England, largely because he can now say, 
“I told you so!” oftenest. Courageous and 
kind-hearted and by temperament a mystic, 
he is compelled by his conscience to be coldly 
intellectual. He is no more inconsistent than 
any other agile mind capable of seeing in suc- 
cession the different sides of a thing. What 
distinguishes him as a reformer is his pene- 
tration thru shams to fundamental realities, 
and his power of original constructive think- 
ing. But he first got the ear of the public by 
pulling it and he does not know how to let go. 
At heart, however, he is conventional in that 
he is easily shocked, tho it is never by the 
same things that shock other people. 

Wells, on the contrary, is shocked at noth- 
ing, altho like Shaw he is both political 
socialist and intellectual anarchist. As Wells 
is a scientist, his books inevitably deal with 
the future, and like all scientists he believes 
that prevision should be the motive for moral- 
ity. His favorite theme is the reaction of 
society against a new disturbing force, and 
society’s inevitable conquest or assimilation of 
it. He began to exploit this theme only for 
pleasure but now he is desperately in earnest, 
and to it he brings the alertest literary imagi- 
nation of our time. He has extraordinary di- 
versity, and nobody likes all the kinds of him 
there are; he, even, doesn’t like all of him-

MILITARY AFFAIRS

It is difficult to speak with moderation of a 
work so excellent as this—excellent in plan 
scope and execution. It does for the military 
field what a number of able .digests have 
already done for such fields as law and medi 
cine and, we understand, a brand new digest 
modelled along the same line as this one and 
published by the same house is doing for the 
business field, namely, it boils down into com 
pact, readable form the material that is 
appearing on a given subject in dozens of 
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ecattered sources. Even should one have 
ready access to the literature of the world on 
a given subject one hasn’t the necessary time 
or polyglot command of language to read it 
all. and a digest such as this serves the dou- 
hle purpose of covering the entire field quickly 
and of pointing one without loss of time to 
such articles as he may want to read in full. 

“The International Military Digest” sum- 
marizes the contents of eighty-odd periodicals 
on military science in fourteen languages. It 
is published monthly as a magazine and in 
this annual volume the material of the twelve 
separate issues is rearranged and re-grouped 
under common heads so as to make a com- 
plete, accessible record of the progress in each 
branch of military science during the year. 
As to its accuracy and authoritativeness it 
seems quite sufficient that it is edited at West 
Point by Col. C. DeW. Willcox and Lieut.- 
Col. E. R. Stuart, and a corps of thirty-one 
associate editors, every one an officer in the 
regular army. 

The arrangement of the material is cyclo- 
pedic, employing a simple system of main 
heads, subject heads and cross references. 
Take, for instance, Aeronautics, covering 
pages 2 to 48 inclusive: Inmmediately under 
the main heading at the beginning appears 
the following bracketed note, “Note, for a 
rapid survey of the material under Aeronau- 
tics, that it is distributed on the pages indi- 
cated on the following geographical and sub- 
ject subheads.” Then come the _ follow- 
ing subheads with page number: General 
Matter, 2, (with sub-heads, France, 5, Great 
Britain, 7, etc.); Altitude Records, 14; Alti- 
tude Records and Indicators, 14; Armored 
Aeroplanes, 14; “Battle Plane,” 11; Bombs 
and Bomb Dropping, 16; etc, thru some 
thirty-five different reference heads. Sample

THE JESUS OF HISTORY 
The Jesus of History. By T. R. 
t2mo Assn. Press $1 

A publishers’ note to the American edi 
tion of this work says that it was prepared 
for the British Student Christian Movement 
and published in Great Britain by that or- 
ganization. It is designed to appeal to those 
interested in like movements in this country, 
particularly to Young Men’s and 
Women’s Christian Association leaders. 

The author is Fellow in St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, and University Lecturer in An- 
cient History. The book is based on lectures 
delivered in India. “The aim of the book,” 
he says, “is, after all, not to achieve a final 
presentment of the historical Jesus, but to 
suggest lines of study that will deepen our 
interest in Him and our love of Him.” It 
may be that to some the title will prove mis- 
leading, suggesting as it seems to, that the 
author is to make a distinction between the 
Jesus of history and the Jesus of legend or 
tradition. What he considers is the influence 
of Jesus on human history, and he attempts 
to determine what manner of man Jesus must 
have been to have exerted such an influence. 
Instead of going to historical sources for his 
material, his method is to read backward 
from known results to probable beginnings. 
For instance, he finds the parables an index 
to Jesus’ early life. He also points out that 
the reason written records have so little to 
say on that part of the subject is that no one 
in that day was interested in psychological 
development. In the chapter on “The man 
and his mind,” he analyzes the spoken words 
of Jesus, finding in them evidences of humor 
and irony as well as of tenderness. The 
chapter “Jesus the Man” is a further effort 
to deduce His character from His recorded 
sayings.

One of the most timely publications of the 
spring is “The Plattsburg Manual” by two 
West Pointers, lieutenants in the regular army 
and instructors at the 1916 Plattsburg camps. 
The book falls into two sections: one is de- 
voted to the rudiments of soldiering, with 
particular reference to a training camp like 
Plattsburg, so that a man will not have to 
waste precious time after he arrives in camp 
in mastering details, breaking in shoes, etc., 
which should have been done at home; the 
second section is for those men who have 
attended one camp and desire to continue their 
work for a commission in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. It is the most elementary and at the 
same time the most readable guide thru the 
intricate earlier stages of soldiering that we 
have seen. The 155 illustrations, mostly from 
photographs, are an important feature. 

A more “professional” work, omitting cer- 
tain of the obvious rudiments of soldiering 
and covering in a thorogoing fashion the mil- 
itary details and regulations which an officer 
must know, is Capt. Parker’s “An Officer’s 
Notes.” It is a condensation in convenient 
form of the essential information outlined by 
the War Department for those desiring com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and 
takes up in its six chapters: Military Law, 
Company Administration, The Service Rifle, 
Field Service Regulations, Cavalry, and Topog- 
raphy. Perhaps the best evidence of its 
worth is furnished by the fact that one dealer 
in the Wall Street district is said to have 
sold a thousand copies in four days.
